Exit tlie Old- Enter the New. 

For the twentieth time in our^' ox- 
istencG a;, a public journal we venture 
to express tho hope that our readers 
will be favoied with a happy andproti- 
porons Now Year; that those whoyo 
burthens have been groat in 1877 may 
lincl thorn lightened in 1878; and that 
ihoso on whom fortune bus ti--iled 
during tho year just closed may bo 
still more favored in the coming twelve- 
months. We have goi l reason to 
believe that the rroviiico is on tho eve 
of achaufio for tho hotter— a change 
that shall bo bcueiicial and lastiny; in 
its nature and cU'ecls and shall bring 
prosperity to the peonle aud greatucsa 
to the Province. The Mark Tapleys 
amongst us have long hummed the old 
song of "There's a good time coming, 
boys," to doubting cars; for the idea had 
takuu Drra hold of .'^omn minds that the 
Province was [last rodi uiptiun, that it was 
doomed to remain iu iitilough of DeHpund 
uutil too late for tho early-comers to reap 
any advantage by its extrication. Orouk- 
era abounded on every stroet-oorner, and 
tliere.bad been always manifested a strong 
feeling of discontent and uncertainty. 
Oopitalists were chary of their funds, and 
bnsineea men limited thoir credits to tlio 
lowest possible point. Tho Province was 
deeply ia debt, and tlio roturiis of the 
gold miuo^ having gradually slarkoued in 
volume, Cariboo as a coulrdjutor to tl)L' 
mineral wealth of tho world had r.uLik t'> 
proportions altogether too inaignilicant to 
bear quotation. It must bo admitted, 
therefore, that the outlook at tho dawn of 
1877 was nnything but bright. A year 
ago to-day, whon we told tho readers o( 
The Colonist that thure was a hopufiil 
future, we esporiuuced bouxo difliculty 
ill bringing oven oarsclves to believe the 
statement; and when tho wiah that all 
migiit bo vouchsafed a Happy New Year 
flowed from our pen .we confess it was 
written as the merest conventionality, for 
wo Ijad faint hope indeed that there would 
bo found many liappy Uearls i]i tho Pro- 
vince during i877. Tho situation of i!jo 
country was indeed deplorable. Eeckless, 
extravagant and ignorant iMinistorH, who 
held oflico for throe years, had plung- 
ed the country Into debt and ruined its 
credit so that Provincial bonds were 
worth littlo more than waste-paper; iiad 
run iu debt to aud then qnnrrelled with 
Canada; had imperiled tho lliiiiway; hiid 
been hu absorhed iu biijiiit;- iij' coimtita- 
encies uud "taking up" iron iiiihLS that 
thty failed to pass a single measure to en- 
courage tho sfJurch for and development 
of the groat natural resources of the 
oountry; aud since their retirement from 
offices they had disgraced hud impedod 
the efforts ()f those who oudeavored to 
repair thoir mistakes. These wore 
Borious drawbacks to progress. It seem- 
ed as if the ex- Ministers had opened a 
veritable Pandora's box at the Capital and 
that all the evils it is possible for poor hu- 
man nature to fcutVoi from had oscajied to 
prey upon tho pe(>))!o. Jt reijuired skili 
fulmauogomeui on the part of tin; ne .v Ui)\ - 
ornment to tescuo the Pruvineo from tlio 
ills that assailed it. lJut Uio re:icne was 
eHeoted. Eighteen hundred and seven ty- 
seven, in place of being the most gloomy 
and forlorn year of the decade, has really 
proved the period in which tho country has 
made most sub.stautial prO(.(refis and kid 
the foundation for an era of prosperity as 
groat as any people on the face of the 
globe havo been favored with.

Now 
ii is only iu th.i slalo that wc llud quartz; 
aud itappojrs to the miner as ho makes 
his way over to tho Northwest side of the 
slate range that wo find the quartz ledges 
stick or crop out in greater abundance. 1 
would mention that San .luan Itiver iien 
well to the Northwest in thu ahiic range, 
consequently itappoav.s to bo well doite I 
with quarlz'voius. It is an old .nayin- 
thut where you find eggshells that is tho 
place to go to hunt for eggs. Well, on 
San Juaa River tbero was over 81,000 
taken out last summer by cr>n'icir,g in iho 
bed of the river, and there are several nii- 
ners who think that there aio .^omo good 
paying diggings out, in or around tho 
Hatt'Jnan tiiver or its tiibatarieH. La^t 
summer we found nuggets worth from 
$2 50 to $160. Wo got $17 DO por oz. 

There is some lino 
gold, too. Tho North branch of tho Jor- 
dan BiTor which i.t (|uito likely to have 
gold-bearing qniirt/, is siluat' d about nine 
mile.-i Sonthefist of S in Juan. Then th.^ro 
ia tho Sombrero iUver whicdi lies hetwecui 
the Jordan and Sau Jaaii liivi.r.-i, but 
does not head up so high in tho nionu 
tains. I am told it abounds wiih quartz. 
But what I want to most particularly re- 
mark is that those rivers and their quartz 
reefs canuot bo reviewed aud tcbtud by 
parties ju.-it taking for their outlit two or 
three pounds of cheese and cracker.s, with 
tho intention of camping at home in Vic- 
toria city Hie night of the day thot they 
leave on their prospecting expedition. 
Doubtless Mr. Harper was not much dis- 
appointed when he foutid tho Goldstream 
(juartz as it wa>4. What wo want, as soon 
IIS it can conveniently he done, in lo get a 
trail cut out from where the trail aiojjs at 
thi! forks of Iiocch liiver to S^'.u Juan riv- 
er; then prospectors could get oat into 
the mouutaiu i where thoro would bu a 
chance to find some gold-bearing quartz 
and other diggings. There aro only about 
twenty milep of a trail to bo cut out, and 
if there is quartz or other di;,^gings found 
out there, there is ()uito a largo valley on 
the Suatheast branch of tlio Jordan .liiv- 
er. Tho valley is now only inhabited by 
the bear and elk. Theri! aro some signs 
of tho small S).ecii's oldoor. ft is cover- 
ed with tiiuljrr; inil there ai'o large patch- 
es of iir.drie, Those patches rang.j in 
size from two acres to one tliouKiind acre:.-*; 
wild timotl-iy grass and peaviuo grow 
vory luxuriously on those open patches. 
The valley is about -15 miles from tho city 
and I will not fake one rod oil of this dis- 
tance till tho trail is out out to it. I will 
conclude by hoping the gentlemen who 
hold the strings of the Government purse 
will not foi grt ! hi ; trail, and we niay find 
quiutz of .SI. 111? u.\-.>nnt. W.M.H.

Forces of horny-handed frionds of the 
Czir Boon curried the position hold by 
the Turkish oolor-baarrir behind the 
statue of ,Sir Edward LanJaoer'a lions, 
re-erve;) pressed so closely upon the as 
r.anlting parl y that retreat was impossible 
[t u .as a serious bu-iiies-', lio'.vi.ver, for 
lliK men iu fron! of llu; Turkisli Htimlaid. 
v.hieh v.as tolally d' stroyed ami the vic- 
tims 1,'lared for a few iiumients at the 
crowd before them apparently uiLtious to 
know if there was any of the obnoxious 
dags near at hand. The wounded wore 
not bntohered, but they wero jumpml 
upon and kicked about tho face ami head.

The 
chceririg soon becamo tumultnou!" and

Bed llag.s a foot square were hoisted upon 
sticks or hcdd aloft upon canes. New 
duga were procured from some unkuo'vu 
locality and tho British and Turkish en- 
sijj;DS floated over the meeting upon tall 
staves side by sido. It was a strange 
spectacle anil recalled the stormy si'encs 
imnioiiialLly prtc iling and during the 
Crimean war. The puliee interfered Ibree 
hours after the meeting was lirst organiz 
od and two arrests were made. Nobody 
of prominence was present and the meet- 
ing had no political significance.

Details 
are slowly coming in concerning the suf- 
ferings of the 'Turkish prisoners from 
Plevna on tkeir way to Roumania. The 
prisoners were unacconijianied by any 
vehicle for the purpose of ])icking up 
those who fell by tho waysido. 'These 
wore left by the guards to freeze as they 
had no means of carrying them and any 
halt would only have been to increase the 
number of victims. The absence of wa- 
gons was not due to deliberate cruelty,

Profhssou Hitchcock, the famous Hart- 
ford geogolist, has been investigating the 
fossil bird trucks of Ihe Connecticut val- 
ley.
